French Ambassador 

Here Next Saturdav 



M. Paul Claudel, French Am- 
bassador to the United Statei 
will be in Montreal during the 
latter part of this week, and will 
be received on Saturday at noon 
by the Acting Principal and 
member! of the Staff of McGill 
University in the Council Room 
of the Arte Building. 

The present ambassador to the 
United States is placed among 
the first men of France as a 
sont, dramatist and diplomatist. 
In beginning his diplomatic ca- 
reer, he served as French con- 
sul at several Chinese ports, in- 
cluding, Shanghai and Tientsin. 
Later he was First Secretary at 
Peking, and in 1921 became 
French Ambassador to Tokio af- 
ter spending three years in Rio 
de Janeiro. His present appoint- 
ment came about two years ago. 

Among his literary works is 
an aceeunt of his impressions of 
the East, translated into Eng- 
lish. He has written considerable 
poetry, some of which has re- 
cently appeared in American 
magazines, and has translated 
sortions of the classics. A eritic 
has said that his writings are 
definitely Catholic in inspira- 
tion, and that they "are often 
marred by a vague mysticism 
tend : ng to obscurity.

Prospecting for ore by the leapfrog 
method as described by Dr. D. A. 
Keys In the third of a series of pro- 
specting lectures In the Physics 
Building last night. This method wu.i 
originally thought of by Drs. Eve 
and Keys, and was found by them to 
work excellently while they wera 
prospecting in Colorado last sum- 
mer. 

The leapfrog method Is essentially 
a resistance method. In the single 
leapfrog, a > t .otential différente '■"■ Is 
established between two points about 
a hundred feet apart In the prospect- 
Ing field, by means of two electrodes 
connected to a battery. The potential 
drop between each of these points 
and the point half way between them 
Is then determined with a voltmeter. 
This gives a relative measure of the 
conductivity or tho ground between 
the centre and each outside point. 

The outRldo electrodes nre then 
shifted so that ono of the original 
points becomes the centre. For this 
reason Dr. Eve called thlH method by 
the name leapfrog, Measurement* are 
then continued as hnforc. 

From the readings determined It Is 
poshlhlo to assign a number to every 
length of ground, sn that It will e | V e 
the relative conductivity of this 
length. This nuinher Is called the 
figure of merit. By plotting these 
figures of merit the rosulllng curve 
will show where the conduction Is 
best. H Is thus possible to locate any 
ore present underground, as this oro 
will effect tho electrical roslstanco of 
the ground In which it exists. 

Water Introduces Errors 

Thero Is also tho tripla leapfrog 
method which compares aroas of tho 
field uudor examination instead of 
lengths. Figures of morlt arc assign- 
ed in this case also and by plotting 
curves any oro present can bo traced. 

Dr. Keys remarked Hint tho great 
drawback In electrical prospecting is 
Iho fact that damp clay or under- 
ground stroams of water give the same 
Indications as ore. The prospector can 
never bo certain whether he has dis- 
covered ore or water unless ho has 
somo previous knowledge of tho terri- 
tory ho Is examining. 

Dundberg's parallel wire method of 
prospecting was dealt with In some 
detail by the lecturer. Two long 
wires connected to a battery are 
placed In the ground and tho oqulpo- 
lentlal lines aro traced out between 
them.

If ho Is looking for subject 
matter on any topic, ho should consult 
tho subject card when ho will bo re- 
ferred to a Ust ot books dealing with 
that subject.

STUDENT INDIFFERENCE 

The president of one of the most famous 
colleges for women in the United States came 
to McGill on Monday to speak to the under- 
graduates, and was greeted by an audience of 
perhaps fifty. Dr. Henry N. MacCracken, of 
Vassar College, had a subject calculated to at- 
tract students and the students did not come. 
The occasion was plain evidence of student in- 
difference to opportunities for serious matters 
outside of class work. 

It is a credit to Dr. MacCracken that he 
gave no outward evidence of the conclusions 
which he must been drawing about McGill stu- 
dents. As President of Vassar. he is a leading 
American of much influence. He explained that 
this was the first time he had ever spoken be- 
fore a body of Canadian students. It is possible 
that he may tend to generalise about Canadian 
students in general, as a result of his visit here. 
He could go back to Vassar and pass on his 
opinions to thousands. Fortunately, however, 
he demonstrated by his words that he is not 
likely to take advantage of a lapse on the part 
of McGill students. 

Dr. MacCracken's address touched on the 
very matters of which we write. He said that 
in had found students on this continent quite 
indifferent to political matters, even those that 
directly concc-rn them in student politics. The 
small audience that confronted him was a per- 
fect illustration of his observation. Perhaps 
we can gain a little comfort by observing that 
I12 applies his remarks to North American stu- 
dents generally. Eividently others have given 
similar indications of their lack of interest in 
the status of a student. 

Dr. M::cCrackken pleaded for a greater re- 
spect for student opinion in matters of the 
slate, but admitted frankly that at present stu- 
dent opinion was neither considered nor crys- 
talized enough to have any real influence. The 
striking contrast afforded to the speaker by 
the overflow audience to which he spoke at the 
People's Forum last Sunday, and the thin gath- 
ering at McGill. proably made his remarks more 
conclusive to himself. 



MUSICAL McGILL? 

One of our campus organizations which 
puts in long hours of work and practice and re- 
ceives comparitively little public praise, is the 
Band. Perr.ap.^ the average undergraduate does 
give it a passing thought at a rugby game, 
whether of appreciation or not it woud be hard 
to say, but this is rather feeble recognition. 

Last year steps were taken to remedy this 
state of affairs, when the band put on two suc- 
cessful conceits in the Moyse Hall. This was a 
distinct innovation and was received very well 
by music lovers around the university. Com- 
bined with the playing at the rugby and hoc- 
key game.-. *nd their work at the Revue, the 
concerts made what was probably the most 
active year in the bands history. 

What about this year? So far, although it 
is rather early yet, we have heard little.

Correspondent Claims That 
Clique May Control Council

sion. It is by no means final, however, and we would be glad to receive fur- 
ther viewpoints on the debatable points mentioned.

Sir:— Your untitled editorial or to- 
day's date risks the .student body to 
oftVr .some criticism of the proposed 
chiinscH to the constitution of the- Stu- 
dents' Society ns enunciated by Sir. 
A. Ci. Nairn at the last meeting of the 
Society. I do nut know whether, on 
the strength of seven years residence 
at this University I am entitled to of- 
fer criticism of any findings of Mr. 
Nairn ami his learned colleagues, hut, 
with your permission, I should like to 
lay before the students several con- 
siderations that havo oeeured to me. 

For the snko of simplicity I shall 
deal with the Committee's proposed 
changes In the order In which they 
were presented by Mr. Nairn. The 
suggestions are In every ease quoted 
In abbreviated form from the Dally of 
Thursday, Oct. 25. 

"First, the membership of tho 
Society should be altered to admit 
students of the graduate school." 
This, it seems to me, Is an excellent 
suggestion, and tho only surprising 
thing about It Is that It has not been 
thought of before. II must be obvious 
(hut the Graduate School Includes 
many men remarkably well suited for 
some of the major campus offices. It 
is difficult lo sec just what objection 
can bo raised to their Inclusion in the 
membership of tho Students' Society. 
'.'A second suggestion was the 
establishment of a nominating 
committee whose business would 
be to nominate candidates for the 
presidency of the Council, and to 
act as an advisory body in the case 
of appointments to office." 
It is from this point on that I begin 
lo tako vigorous exception to the 
learned Committee's proposals. McGIU 
students have always been proud of 
the fact that they possess, what they 
think, ono of tho "freest" student gov- 
ernments of any university on this 
continent. There are no Faculty Ad 
vlscrs on the Students' Council nor Is 
thero any Faculty Interference. Fur- 
thermore, though talk of It occasion- 
ally arises, thero is practically no 
cllquo control of ejections by groups 
of students at tho present time. 

This is as it should be, and though 
elections do not always turn out the 
way somo students would like to see 
thorn, who among us will deny the un 
dergraduate tho right to vote for 
whom he will without restriction or 
coercion ot any kind, either direct or 
Indirect. 

What the Committee now proposes 
to do Is to establish government by a 
clique. I would not for a moment im 
puto to Mr. Nairn or tho members of 
his Commltteo such a desire, yet thnt 
Is what will happen If a Nominating 
Commltteo be established. I am eer 
tain than nono but the loftiest Ideals 
motivate tho Committee In their flml-

Nairn went to considérable pains to 
Include In his report, Is, In my opinion 
valueless, lie says ot the Nominating 
Committee's nominees: 

"Should the students find them 
unsatisfactory, additional nomi- 
nations may be made by the stu- 
dents providing that these nomi- 
nations are signed by fifty under- 
, graduates." 

Tills saving clause 1« a flagrant at 
tempt lit covering up tho coercion that 
tho erection of a Nominating Commit- 
tee Implies. Is it not reasonable to as 
sure that any nomination signed by 
fifty undergraduates and presented af 
tor the Nominating Committee has 
dono Its work will be regarded mere 
ly os a "crabbing act" by a handful 
of disgruntled student«7 In any case, 
Why should It. requlro fifty names to 
placo a candidate In the field against 
two nominated by a mere handful? 

As tho Students' Bxecntlvc Council 
stands at present, It is a firmly-closed 
corporation, with the people who 
elected It knowing only such of Its 
activities as It cares to release, 
do not suggest, however, that 
It is, or Is, run by a clique, f 
know that the Council Is fond of 
boasting that lis meetings are ade- 
quately reported In tills paper. But 
consider whence these reports ema- 
nate. They are written by a member 
of the> Council, who as such, Is bound 
to preserve secret whatever the Coun- 
cil may desire. If the Council were 
sincere about giving tho students the 
largest measure of self-government 
and unafraid of having some of their 
foibles published in this newpapcr, 
which not they, but tho students at 
large own and should control, they 
would admit Into their number an un- 
attached reporter who would be at lib- 
crty to roport the meetings at his dis- 
cretion. 

>Vhat little liberty we In effect pre- 
sently possess would, I believe, be en- 
tirely wiped out by the noxious Nomi- 
nating Committee Scheme. 

"Tha Council, tha Committee 
suggests, should ba composed of 
the presidents of the various un- 
dergraduates societies.' 
Prima Faelo this suggested change 
appears to provoke Uttlc comment. Af- 
ter nil it does not really matter whe- 
ther a junior or a senior represents 
his faculty on tho Council. What does 
matter, however, is this: The time at 
which tlio representative is to take 
office. As presently constituted, the 
Council is nioro or less a continuous 
body: part eoiuo Into office on Janu- 
ary first and part on July first. This, 
obviously, is a great asset and one 
not to bo thrown away without con- 
siderable thought. If tho elections of 
the undergraduate societies could be 
so arranged as to provide for a eon. 
tintions Council there can be little ob- 
jection to tho proposed change. 

"A final ohanga suggested was 
that tha positions of cheer leader, 
editor-in-chief of the Daily and 
president of the Union should be 
filled by appointments. These ap- 
pointments ware to be made by 
the Students' Council with the as- 
sistance of the nominating com- 
mittee. The editor of the Daily 
and tho president of the Union 
were also to bo ux-offlcio members 
of' the council."

dont democracy. Bet me say hero and 
now thut 1 do not care whether the 
cheer-leader Is appointed or elected. 
Tradition says we Hhould have such n 
persmi. but for present purposes 
find myself unable to work up any «mi 
thuslasm over his antics. 

But when Mr. Nairn talks of tho 
Council appointing Hie cdltor-in-chlof 
of the Dully and of removing tho cill- 
lor from llifi Council ho grieves mo 
deeply. With your permission, sir, 1 
should like at this Juncture to mnko 
a brief aside with regard lo the Dally, 
8omo years ago, following s stnff 
disturbance. It was decided to revlso 
tho constitution of the Dally. The lot 
of drawing up tho now constitution 
fell to me and 1 must accept any cri- 
ticism for Its many defects. There Is. 
however, one sentence In thut consti- 
tution for whleh 1 disclaim all re- 
sponsibility, i am surprised that the 
student-body has not heretofore com- 
plained about tho Inclusion of that 
sentence In (he constitution. 1 can 
only lay this down lo tho fact that 
the majority of students is Ignorant of 
Ih* constitution of their newspaper. 

Tho sentence to which I take excep- 
tion reads: 

3. Policy 

" McGill Dally shall assume 

a neutral attitude In Its editorial .col- 
umn and shall not oppose any deci- 
sion of tha Studsntt' Executive Coun- 
cil." 

The Inclusion of that sentence can 
only mean one of two things. Either, 
(1) Tho Students' Bxecutlvo Council 
Is always right or (2) Tho Students' 
Council Is afraid of criticism. I am 
Inclined to dismiss tho former In fa- 
vor of the latter. Couple this with the 
fact that tho Studentu' Council meet- 
ings aro reported In the Dally by its 
editor who Is a member of tho Coun- 
cil and bound by its rulings, nnd then 
try to figure out whether our learn- 
ed, and cver-pcrfect Councils aro dem- 
ocratic or autocratic bodies. Tosslbly 
It is the rolo of benovolent despot 
they sack to assume. 

To return to Mr. Nairn's suggestion. 
Ho wants the edltor-ln-chiof of the 
Dally appointed by the Council with 
tho advice of tho Nominating Coinmlt- 
t'eo Instead of by tho retiring Manag- 
ing Board of the Dally as present ob- 
tains. I do not place any Managing 
Board of tho Dally above error in tho 
matter of appointment of their succes- 
sors, but no matter to what extent 
they may err, It Is my contention that 
they will always do better in tho way 
of appointments than an elected body 
and a clhiuo that know no more about 
tho runatag of McGill Dolly than the 
Managing Board of tho Dally known 
about running Tho New York Times. 
I venture lo state openly that tho Stu 
limits' Council has on ninny occasions 
shown Itself to be grossly Ignorant 
of newspaper conduct. Now they 
would venture further Inio tho realms 
of the fourth astute which, as far ni 
Ihoy arc concerned, are uncharted, 

Tho purpose of the removal of tin 
edltor-in-elliof of Hid Dally from ac- 
tive membership mi tho Council Is 
In view of what 1 have already snltl 
ibout the wny in which llio Dally I. 
presumably lo glen I hn Council great- 
er control over Hint man's activities, 
held In nn Iron visa by Ihu Council, 
It Is unnecessary to- comment further 
on this outrageous proposal. 

I am not very well ncquolntôd. 
wilh the working of Hie Union House, 
but li seems In mo that with Iho dif- 
férences obviously cnlni.itloiii upon 
their different Jobs. Hie positions of

Ever since lis beginning six years 
ago, the Financial Federation lias 
Played an integrol part in the life of 
the community. Its advantages over 
tho old system of 32 separate agen- 
cies have made it more effective in 
Its attempts to better conditions in 
tho poorer sections of the city. Tho 
cost of collection and administration 
of funds has been reduced from 
per cent, to 3 per cent. There is one 
appeal instead of 32 separate onea, 
which would tend to save much of 
the time of busy men who axe Inter- 
ested In charities but who have little 
time to devote to them. There is a 
vider distribution of the cost of sup- 
-orclng charitable work: forty thotn- 
md, instead of seven thousand hel^ 
the Federation to carry on Its work. 
Business men and women arc in the 
habit of including their contributions 
In their budgets, according to the 
value of tha services rendered. There 
Is an immense saving of time o 
Boards and Executives of Asencles.

Still later, M. Santos 
Dûment constructed several fairly 
successful small dirigibles, It is the 
work of Count Zeppelin, however, 
which can claim most of ii )e credit 
for the development of modern light - 
er-tnan-alr craft. In the place of ob- 
stacles and disasters, he continued his 
labours until in 191L' his work was 
taken over by the <;..i inap govern- 
ment. I'Ocal transport a tion by dirig- 
ible was popular and quite safe in 
Qtrmany in Uio years before iho War. 
At iho outbreak of war, Germany had 
23 Zeppelin airships. Since the W.-jr, 
in spite of many setbacks, there has 
been a great advance In I ills brand) 
of the science. The various successful 
ocean flights by dirigible arc paving 
tho way for a boiler pysieni of irons? 
Atlantic communications. 

The history of hcavlci-than-alr 
flight Is contained practically In the 
last 30 years.
